that Pravada, the leading Soviet- 
organ, used ft as the text for a 
lengthy editorial sermon. 


"Captain Tourtillot, Director 


of the Food Remittance Division 
of the American Relief Admin- 
istration, ordered all his em- 
ployes to come to work on the 
first day of May," Pravda ex- 
plained, "even though there was 
no urgency in the work. 
The 
purpose was to ignore our inter- 
national proletarian holiday." 


This was the last straw. The 
Russian workers claimed they 
had been working through too 
many holidays, and they just re- 
fused to appear on the job on 
May Day. 
The upshot of the whole situa- 


tion was that several holiday lo.v- 
ing Russians lost their jobs. 
"Let this be exemplary proof 


of the fact that the Americans, 
the same as other capitalists in 
Europe, came to Russia not in 
order to save th» starving or to 
improve the workers' condition,"

Stevens ascended, a twin motored 
Martin bomber, piloted by Lieuten- 
ant Leigh Wade, broke the world's 
altitude record for this particular 
type of ship, carrying three pass- 
engers when it attained the ceiling 
of 24,206 feet. Sergeant Roy Lang- 
ham was the thiiid member of the 
party. 


MAKES HIGH DROP. 


Caplain Stevens was 
reluctant 


today to discuss details of.his ex- 
perience. 
"For a long time I have wanted 


to make a parachute 
drop," he 


said, "primarily to obtain flrst hand 
information as to the sensations 
one feels. I am highly gratlfled^to 
think I -was able to bring another 
record to McCook Field. 
"When the plane reached the 


ceiling, I made ready to'Jump. As 
near as I could judge we were over 
Springfield, Ohio. Bidding my pals 
goodbye, I jumped. 
'The opening of the parachute 


caused the oxygen tank to become-

fr'ont of my clothing. Grasping it 
with both hands 1 endeavored to 
retain it. 
Tho wind, which was traveling

I was forced to use 
both hands on the ropes and straps 
which held me to the chute, In an 
effort to check oscilliatlon, which 
threatened to weakea the supports. 
It was then that I lost the tank. I 
think it fell some place ne.ir Spring- 
iield.

They urge Christian leadership in 
popular music and restoration of 
tho drama, as a rclijjious art. 
Three days of the convention's

hookworm are practically, one ana 
the same thing. She has been mis- 
informed. Both belong to the order 
o( parasitic worms which live in tho 
Intestines of other animals, includ- 
ing man. All • s'uoh wprms 
have 


sucking mouths, and some of them, 
including 
Jhev hookworm, 
have 


teeth or hooks, permitting them to 
bite into their victim, 'and in th^ 
way secure a firm hold .upon him. 


The plmvorm and 
the 
largo 


intestinal worm, called tho a'scaria 
lumbricoldes, are much aliko ex- 
cept in size. The former is also 
called the threadworm otf the maw- 
worm. It is a thin, white worm, 
half an inch or less in length. 


The pinworm is found in the low- 


est part of the-intestines,'usually in 
the rectum. It 
causes Irritation 


and intolerable itching. 
On 'this 


account there may bo loss of sleep, 
and, in consequence, impairment oC 
the health. 


The hookworm 
is a 
different 


beast and more to be dreaded, be- 
cause of the effects it 
produces. 


There are two forms of hook- 
worm, the European variety and' 
the American. The -worm Is one- 
half an inch, more 
or less, in 


length. Its eggs are tiny things, and 
one human being may shelter mil- 
lions of thorn! The eggs pass from 
the body, and after they leave it 
the larvae may continue alive for 
months". They thrive in the mud 
and tho slime, and are watchful for 
opportunity to find 
a 
suitable 


host. ' 


The way the humen being is at- 


tacked is-this: 
'

He walks barefoot through the 


Infested mud or water. The larvae 
attach themselves to the skin, caus- 
ing irritation .and itching. Scratch- 
ing breaks the skin, and in go tho 
larvae to find their way through 
the blood to the intestine*. 


They prefer the lower bowel, and 


in th<e last five or six feet oC tho 
intestilfes there may 
b<2 found a 


thousand or more of these worm*. 
They attach themselves to the wall 
of the bowel, and, like leeches, suck 
the blood. 


The effects produced by these- 


worms cause the hookworm disease. 
It is prevalent in various foreign 
countries, and particularly in tho 
southern portion of 
tho 
United 


States. 


You know enough from this de- 


scription to anticipate the symp- 
toms. The loss of blood taken by 
these hundreds'ot worms Is j.ust as 
bad as if a blood-vessel were cut

human excrement is deposited upon 
the ground the millions of egps 
found in it mny develop other mil- 
lions ot hookworm larvae. 
These 


are picked up by tho bare feet or 
carried into the drinking water. 


Unless the larvae reach the sUin 


they are harmless. Where the dis- 
ease is found, shoes, and stockings 
must be worn to insure safety from 
infection. Otherwise there develops 
an itch and an eruption between 
the toes, rind the conditions develQp 
which favo'f infection. Miners and 
gardeners must guard their hands, 
too.*

SUITOVER OEITH

Action Brought WKen Youth 


Fell Into Bay Arranged 


Out of Court. 


Following a settlement 
effected 


out of court, Mrs. Jennie F. Hines 
of Los Angeles today dismissed the 
$50,000 damage suit which she filed 
against the Southern Pacific com- 
pany as the result of^he death of 
her son, Fulmer W. Hines, 20-year- 
old U. C. student.

compromising the suit was the fact 
that Mrs. Hines is {11 at her home 
in Los Angeles and unable to un- 
dergo the strain of a court trial, 
according to her attorney, Jesse J. 
Dunn, of Dunn, White & Alken. 
The confiicting testimony regard- 


ing the manner In which the youth 
met his death was another reason 
for the settlement out of court.

The suit was dismissed by Su- 


perior Judge A. F. St. Sure on mo- 
tion of Attorney Dunn, represent- 
ing Mrs. Hines.

Hines was drowned after falling

Francisco late in the evening with 
several fellow members of the Zeta 
Psi fraternity. 
In her suit against 


the company, Mrs. Hinea charged 
that the fact that he was not-res- 
cued was due to the negligence of a 
deckhand who, she declared, failed 
to raise an alarm.

"MORON" IS MAN 


WITH BRAIN OF 
CHILD;_NO CURE 


NEW YORK, June 'is.—The 


word "moron;" which crimlnol- 
ogists as well as newspaper head- 
line writers 
frequently 
use to 


designate a person, of morbidly 
criminal .tendencies, is defined In 
a bulletin Issued 
by the State 


Charities Aid Association. 
"Moron," they say,' comes from 
the 
Greek 
"moros," 
meaning 


"fool." And th.e word, as applied 
by psychiatrists and mental spe- 
cialists, means just that—"fool." 
It is not applied to insane per- 
sons, to lunatics. 
Imbeciles or 
idiots, but 
to the 
considerable 


percentage 
of 
the ' population , 


whose limited 
reasoning: power 
places them on the great border- 
line of mental deficiency. 


Before the word "moron" came 


into general use such persons 
were called ' "defectives." 
They 


were those who, if left to shift 
for themselves, usually 
became 


"liabilities to society." 
Describing the defective, 
the 


charities association says: 
"He is often unable to adjust 


himself to permanent 
employ- 


ment and is habitually changing 
his job. He is tremendously re- 
sponsive to suggestion arid is thus 
particularly 
susceptible .to the 


criminal influence of others ,- 
"Nearly all the attempts at as- 


sassination of prominent men In. 
recent years and of criminal as- 
saults with a sexual phase have 
been the 
work of 
mental de- 


ficients. A moron killed Presi- 
dent McKinley and another tried 
to kill Roosevelt. A moron tried 
to kill Mayor Mitchell and shoot 
Corporation Counsel' Polk Mayor 
Gaynor was shot by another.de- 
fsctivc '* 
A moron or mental defective . 
is a person who definitely lacks 
brain 
capacity. 
The 
condition 


usually is Inherited and cannot bo 
cured, for, say the psychiatrists, 


i "Science cannot add what nature 


has omitted.'1 in other words, an 
adult moron 
-,-at a man 
or 
woman with the brain of a child.
